1. Troops observed in the Friedrich August Kaserne on the south side of Colditzer= 
strasse, Leisnig (I! 52/K 69), during the period from 17 to 21 Decerber 1951, 
were engaged in crilling with small arms, practicing firing, athletics, 
instructior: and maintenance work at motor vehicles. 


2. Troops observed in the von-der-llusche Kaserne on the norti: side of Colditzer-_ 
strasse, during the same period, were engaged in drilling, practice firing 
and athletics. SP runs Nos 052 and 055 were identified in the Brosen area on 
17 Decerber, with SP cun 052 being also noticed in the von-der-Dusche Kaserne 
on 21 Decerber. Fifteen soldiers were observed receiving training with two 
rocket launchers 9n the road to Liebchensmuehle on 2) December. In nid~iiuvenber 
1951, an officer “wearing artillery insignia said that, effective 5 Rovenber, 
all Soviet vehicles in the voneder-Pusche Kaserne vould remain in the billeting 
area until further notice.
